DECLARES ROCKEFELLER IS 


A CHRISTIAN 


Baptist Clergyman Comes to the 


Rescue of Standard 


Oil Magnate. 


NEW YORK, May 31.—The recent 


criticisms of John D. Rockefeller grow- 
ing out of his gift of $100,000 to the 
American Board of Commissioners for 
Foreign Missions are declared in an 
article by the Rev. Dr. Robert Stuart 
McArthur, pastor of the Calvary Bap- 
tist Church of this city, to be publish- 
ed tomorrow in the Examiner, a Bap- 
tist publication, to be coarse, cruel 
and perhaps criminal, and to have ma- 
ligned the entire Baptist denomination. 
He "protests against the condemnation 
of our churches by these cowardly and 
unjust attacks," declares that no one 
knows better than Mr. Rockefeller that 
he cannot buy the approval o£ Baptists 
by his millions, thac Baptists would 
advocate his expulsion from the church 
if it were proved that he had acquired 
bis money dishonestly or by means 
morally or socially destructive. 
He 


adds that he has investigated certain 
business transactions which have been 
fiercely denounced by Mr. Rockefeller's 
critics and has found them in accord- 
ance with the highest standards of 
commercial morality. Mr. Rockefeller, 
he asserts, is worthy of confidence, 
admiration and affection, and appeals 
for fairness of judgment of him.

criticism. 
As

member of 
the Baptist Brotherhood I protest against 
the condemnation of our churches by 
these cowardly and utterly unjust at- 
tacks. I affirm that the censures Inflicted 
upon the denomination and upon Mr. 
Rockefeller as a prominent member of a 
Baptist church are unjust. I have known 
Mr. Rockefeller for many years, and my 
Intimate personal acquaintance with him 
has convinced me that he Is worthy of 
the highest honor as a man and of the 
fullest confidence, esteem and affection as 
a Christian." 


TAKES PAINS, 


"I have taken pains to make in- 
quiry regarding certain business tran- 
sactions which have been the subject of 
fierce denunciation on the part of some 
of Mr. Rockefeller's critics, and I do not 
hesitate to declare, on the bases of such 
knowledge, thnt these transactions, when 
fully understood and fairly judged, are 
in accordance with the highest stand- 
ards of commercial morality. My exami- 
nation has shown me that many charges 
are based upon half truths, and that 
when the full truth was ascertained these 
-very transactions redound to Mr. Rocke- 
feller's honor as a leader in business and

as a professor of the Christian faith. . 
"In so enormous a business as that of 
the Standard Oil Company it is inevitable 
that agents of the company perform acta 
without Mr; Rockefeller's knowledge and 
without his approval; A high officer of 
the Standard Oil Company intimately ac- 
quainted for nearly a- generation with 
Mr. Rockefeller's dally Influence In his 
counsels Informed me recently that Mr; 
Rockefeller had always been quick M» 
deplore and to correct Instances of un- 
just and Injurious overzeal. 
"Dr. 
Gladden, in one of his defamatory 
articles, quotes a denunciation in an opin- 
ion of a Judge of a railroad officer for 
making a certain contract with an asent 
of the Standard. But Dr. Gladden tor- 
gets to state that this was nearly a gen- 
eration ago, that the Standard was never 
a party to the suit, and what Is most of 
all to the point, that this very contract 
was ordered canceled as soon as it was 
brought to Mr. Rockefeller's attention 
and before any complaint was uttered 
about it. Or take the case of the Cleve- 
land widow, now become celebrated. Any 
one who will take enough pains to read 
the affidavits printed and accessible, but 
Ignored and suppressed by the hostile 
critics, cannot fail to see in Mr. Rockefel- 
ler's conduct the generosity, the courtesy, 
the magnanimity and the forbearance of 
a Christian gentleman.

"It has been affirmed by some of Mr. 
Rockefeller's critics that by his gifts to 
the Baptist denomination he has pur- 
chased its approval, or, at least, its si- 
lence. To say that such a body of Chris- 
tians could be bought by Mr; Rockefeller s 
money is to excite the derisive laughter 
and to evoke righteous indignation of 
every intelligent Baptist. No one knows 
better than Mr: Rockefeller himself that 
he cannot buy the approval of the Bap- 
tists by his millions; There are Baptist 
leaders of today who would not hesitate 
for a moment to advocate the expulsion 
of Mr. Rockefeller from the Baptist de- 
nomination If it were proved that he ac- 
quired his money 
dishonestly, 
or 
by 
means morally .or socially destructive. The 
Baptist leaders are becoming thoroughly 
Indignant at the malevolent spirit and 
contemptible methods of Mr. Rockefeller's 
opponents." 


THE CRITICS. 


Rev. 
Dr. McArthur declares that the 
critics of Mr. Rockefeller appeal to the 
passions of the unthinking multitude, and 
that this Is assassination of character. 
He "repels indignantly" the charge that 
the Baptist denomination has solicited 
money from a man whose wealth has 
been dishonestly acquired, points out that 
Dr. William J. Tuoker, president of Dart-

crowded to the wall in the movements of 
the Standard Oil Company, every com- 
petitor was urged to Join It on fair and 
equal terms.

They expected to go to the Phil- 
ippines In the fall, but did not know 
just when, or., whether 
the regiment

a whole. Now there seems good reason 
to believe from sources of information 
In Washington that'they will go in two 
sections, six troops leaving on the 1st 
of September and six troops on the 1st 
of December* The headquarters, now at 
Walla Walla, and Troops A, B, C, E, F 
and G will hold themselves in readiness 
to go on the 
1st 
of [September, and 
Troops D, H, I, K. L and M on the 1st 
of December. The regiment since It lias 
been here has been divided according 
to squadrons, the headquarters and First 
squadron being at Walla Walla, the Sec- 
ond squadron at the Presidio and the 
Third squadron at Monterey. 
The Fourth Cavalry has been at home 


for four years, so they cannot complain 
at being sent back too hurriedly to 
tropic service, like some of the infantry 
regiments, which have 
had only two 
ytaxs of rest In the United States. The 
squadron at the Presidio has been rather 
uncomfortably situated in the infantry 
cantonment, in 
tho 
little make-shift 


quarters on 
the bill.

men 
have, 
however,

what better than the officers. While 
the 
latter have 
been in the very 
small quarters on top of the hill, the en- 
listed men have had two barracks for 
each troop, an uncommon luxury, as most 
companies in every branch of the service 
are allowed only one barrack 
It is also said that the regiment will 
take its horses this time. As a rule the 
horses of the home-coming troops are 
left in the Philippines for the outgoing 
troops, and vice versa.

plicated science of grappling with and 
defeating a hostile navy.

"President Roosevelt quite agreed with

both reciprocity 
and retaliation 


could be adopted by the United States.' 


The President 'and Mr. Hagenbarth 
agreed that the matter was o-ne thai 
should go before 
Congress. President 


Roosevelt requested Mr. Hagenbarth to 
prepare a brief on the matter, which he 
will do as soon as he reaches Salt Lake 
City. 


One of the objects of the live stock 
man's visit to Washington was to have 
the Department of Commerce and La- 
bor take a census of live stock and farm 
products ' biennially. 
President Roose 


velt has taken that proposition up. Mat- 
ters relative to the extension of. the work 
of that department so, that it will in- 
clude live stock interests will be dis- 
cussed by Mr, Hagenbarth in his 'brief, 
which will be filed with the President 
by July 1. 


"I was greatly encouraged by my visit 


and I tJhink that a bright era is opening 
up for the live stock men of the United 
States," said Mr. Hagenbarth.

According to his statement he en- 
tered into a contract with Baldwin to 
build an aeroplane, by the terms of which 
Baldwin was to put up J1000, and so got 
half of the profits of the exhibitions, 
while Professor Montgomery was to re- 
tain the patent rights and ownership In 
the aeroplane. Relying on this contract. 
Professor Montgomery entered into mi- 
nute descriptions of his aeroplane and 
the definite principles which he had dis- 
covered In aviation. He had Baldwin at 
the college for three weeks as his guest, 
during which time he explained the work- 
ings of his aeroplane and the reasons for 
every move of the aeronaut. This was 
deemed necessary, for the reason that 
Baldwin pretended that he would make 
ascents in the aeroplane. 
Subsequently, Professor Montgomery 
says, he caught Baldwin making .an air- 
ship on the plans and principles -which 
he gave him, and that was the Arrow. 
Suit was begun in San Jose against Bald- 
win quite recently by the professor, but 
the papers have not been served on the 
defendant, wbo is said to have evaded 
service. 
On the day of the exhibition, however. 
It is now given out that Baldwin was 
seen in San Jose. Professor Montgom- 
ery says he Is not making any charge 
in this connection relative to the tamper- 
ing with the aeroplane, which came near 
to costing the daring young' aeronaut, 
John Mahoney. his life.

MEMBERS INTEND TO TAKE AN 


INTEREST IN ALAMEDA 


COUNTY POLITICS. 


Before the time for the next election 


in Alameda county there will be form- 
ed in this city an organization which 
it is hoped will wield a powerful in- 
fluence in Alameda 
county politics. 


Preliminary steps for the organization 
of this body, which will be known as 
the Voter's League of Oakland, are 
now being taken by the members of 
the Piedmont 'District Improvement 
Club, and it is the intention to perfect 
the organization In time for the com- 
ing election, which takes place in No- 
vember, 1906. 


The Voters' League was first sug- 


gested by the,Rev Miles B. Fisher, 
pastor of the Oak Chapel Congrega- 
tional Church In Piedmont, who is one 
of the most earnest 
workers of the 


Piedmont 
Improvement 
club. 
Mr. 


Fisher has been a close observer of the 
work of the voters' leagues of Chica- 
go and other large cities of the East, 
where through the influence of these 
organizations, much of the corruption 
tn politics has been done away with. 


The method adopted by these voters' 


leagues is to investigate the records of 
men mentioned as candidates for pub- 
lic offices, and then before the election 
to make these records, whether they 
be good or otherwise, public, that the 
voters of the city may know the char- 
acter of the men for whom they are 
asked to vote By this means men who 
have once betrayed public trust are 
kept from again entering the race of 
politics through fear of exposure. 


In discussing the plan the Rev. Miles 


B. Fisher said: 
I have had but little to do with the 


work of forming a league in Oakland, 
although it was through my sugges- 
tion that the matter was first taken 
up by the improvement club. 


"Sucn a league should be absolutely 


non-partisan and its officers should be 
men of irreproachable cnaracter.

recently received 
a letter 
from the 


chairman of the Voters League in Chi- 
cago, and I learned from him that so 
strong has the league become In that 
city that before the last election the 
leaders of the two principal parties 
came to its officers and asked for an 
expression of opinion as to tae pro

Uncis- Sam has been c?ved down the bank. 
He has surrendered 


to a(i insidious enemy. His hands are up and his pockets are being 


i picked. 
And by whom? By a variet armed with nothing more ter- 


rible than a napkm, a greasy rascal of a waiter generally of the '"coon" 
or "dago" variety, a fellow of smirks and bows and covert insolences, 
a rogue in evening clothes that remind one of the garments worn at a 
pastry cooks' ball. 


While Wisconsin has been legislating against the tip as a form 


of graft, the Government has officially recognized it and has made 
allowances for it in the traveling expenses of bfficers. 
The Secretary 


of the Navy has prepared an order establishing a scale of tips that will 
be allowed in bills of traveling expense. The order places ceitain 
limits on the cost of transportation, Pullman cars and the like, and 
continues: 
• 


"Hotel bills of commissioned officers not to exceed $5 a day. 
"Single nieals, Si each; tip, 10 cents. 
"Tips on train, 50 cents a day. 
"Tips will not be allowed on parlor car, except on journey of five 


fcours or longer. 


"Tips at hotels 50 cents a day, but not to exceed $2 a week at one 


hotel." 


An elaborate and particularized scale of tips is framed for ocean 


.travel and travel in foreign lands. Recognizing the greater rapacity 
of the foreign hotel parasite and the perfection to which the system has 
been reduced, the commissioned naval officer is permitted to expend 
$3.50 a week on tips in foreign hotels, $1.50 a day op an ocean steamer 
during six da\s or less, and Si a day for a fifteen-day trip or longer. 


This order makes the tipjas much an established institution as the 


Fourth of Juh, Thanksgiving Day and the anniversary of the battle of 
New Orleans'. Henceforth even waiter in the land will know just 
what is due from traveling United States officers, and if he does not 
get it he will have a ground for demanding the courtmartialing of the 
offender \\lio holds out on the servants.

San Diego is wrestling with the dust problem. If the streets be 


sprinkled to keep it down, the dust cannot be swept up to be removed; 
instead ,it is turned into slush to soil ladies' dresses and otherwise 
befoul *he footwear and clothing of pedestrians. If the streets are 
swept dry the clouds of dust constitute an intolerable nuisance and 
damage goods in the stores. So the San 
Diego 
authorities are 


puzzled what to do. The same puzzle confronts other municipalities.

More Idle Russian Boasts. 


Count Cassmi has begun to sing the same old song that Russia 


will not consent to consider peace proposals till she has gained a 
great victor). As she has not scored a victory of any sort during the 
present war, and is in a worse condition than ever before, this sort of 
talk must be classed as foohbh and futile bra.vado. Russia's financial 
straits and the internal disorders of the empire negative the idea that 
the war can be continued indefinitely, as Cassmi says it will be. 


In scouting the idea of paying indemnity Cassini says Russia can 


do better by taking the money to build another fleet of warships. 
"Modern warships are not built in a few weeks or a few months. 
Un- 


der the most favorable conditions it takes from two to three years to 
turn out a battleship, and experience has demonstrated that 
after 


Russia has built her battleships she cannot depend upon them. 


If Linevitch should be defeated and driven north, Vladivostok will 


be promptly invested by land and sea, and its capture in a few months 
may be regarded as practically certain. If Russia should lose her 
last naval base on the Pacific, what can she hope to gain by prolong- 
ing the war? Her armies are operating entirely on the defensive, 
while Japan is in undisturbed possession of the bone of contention— 
the Liao Tung peninsula and Corea. 
Since the defeat of Rojestvensky 


Vladivostok is useless for military purposes, and the troops kept there 
to man. its forts merely weaken Russian effectiveness in the field. 


The facts of the situation are so manifest to the world that such 


talk as Cassmi is indulging in is regarded as mere vaporing. Boasting 
and lying will no longer avail to keep up appearances. France, which 
has been the financial backer of Russia, and her staunch friend in this 
war, is visibly alarmed at the prospect and is anxious for hostilities to 
cease. Her people have vast sums invested in Russian bonds and 
enterprises—estimated at over $2,000,000—and this enormous invest- 
ment is threatened by continuing a futile war, whose only promise 
is fresh disasters. 
The outlook therefore justifies the hope for an 


early peace. 


It is not unlikely that the reluctance of the Czar and his minis- 


ters to listen to peace suggestions is largely due to a fear'of the 
result at home. 
When the reserves return from Manchuria they are 


likely to join in the general discontent and add to the multitude of 
complications which best the imperial ministers. The "Russian sol- 
diers have been getting a rude sort of education in the field, education

TELLS HOW 


TO HIT 


By "Truck" Lagan 


. "How do I knock home runs?" The. 
:«hortest and most' expressive answer 
is "By hitting the ball over the fence."' 
Exit naturally the next question would 
,he, "How do you knock it over the, 
fence?" By hitting them on. the nose 


' and hitting them good and 'hard. But' 


I am informed that such short answers 
•won't do at all. I am asked- to toot 
my own horn so loud it .will be. heard 
throughout the league. And just be- 
cause I have been fortunate enough 
to knock seven home, runs this sea- 
son. 
'I will endeavor to tell as nearly as 


possible how I made my longest hits 
but I do not claim for a minute that 
an amateur after reading the article 
can pick up his bat, go out upon the 
corner lot and become a home run hit- 
ter. 
Take all the men in baseball who 


are termed sluggers and almost to a 
man they would give a different ac- 
count of how they slug the ball. One 
will give the credit to his telegraph 
pole bat, another will declare the stick 
must be good and heavy, and still an- 
other may say the entire body must be 
brought into the swing. But tills lat- 
ter method I am inclined to believe is 
a thing of the past, as pitching has 
improved to such a remarkable extent 
during the past ten years that the 
•lugger who attempts to make the 
swing with his body will find himself 
tanning the wind and knocking fouls. 


SLUGGERS> OUT OF BUSINESS. 
I do not believe there is a single old 


slugger now doing business. Not that 
I am an authority on the veteran slug- 
ger, but to connect effectively with the 
curves, shoots and 
numerous 
f.nde 


away balls that are dealt out by the 
present-day pitcher a quick swing is 
necessary. 
That is the reason I favor the light 


bat. 
I can wait until the last.minute 


to judge the speed and curve and then 
let fly. 
Imagine an old-timer facing one of 


our modern speed pitchers with a 
willow the weight of a telegraph pole. 
The bat is swung far over his shoul- 
ier with his body half turned to aid in 
the force of the swing. A fast one is 
sent sizzling over the plate. Why, the 
old vet with the packing-house smash 
would never get started. 


But understand me, I am not telling i 


how superior the baseball of today 
Is'to that of the years gone by. 
I 


never had the opportunity to see the 
Mot famous of the old-timers. 


HOW TO HIT. 


But to get back to the bat. My stick, 


while not a feather, is a bit Mghter an.l 
smaller than the average bat. Of late 
years 
there hns been a tendency to 


make bats larger ..at the end. but by us- 
ing certain woods no extra weight is 
added. 
While I swing the bat -with force I 


make a quick swing, just a little more 
than a snap. Sty swing is entirely with 
my arm? aj>d shoulders. My body en- 
ters but I'.ttle into it. The whole se- 
cret Is in timing the ball and hitting it 
on the nose. And this is no easy task, 
especially the timing. The pitchers are 
changing their pace constantly which 
requires that the batter have his eyes 
open every second he is at the plate. 
As the ball leaves the pitcher's hand 
you must watch its course and time 
your swing so the bat will meet *he 
sphere just as It is about to cross the 
plate. 
*' 
As this is an account of how I bat, 


It must naturally be replete with many 
capital I's. 
So, in deajing so much 


with my own case I am simply follow- 
ing the letter of the request for the 
trtlcle. 


EITHER SLOW OR FAST. 


In making a long hit it makes a little 


difference to me whether a ball is slow 
er-fast. 
It's all in the swing and the 


timing. If there is enough force be- 
hind the swat and the ball is struck 
square on the nose it will go. 


Nowadays few batters strive to be 


what the public terms .'sluggers." They 
think that 'by a short swing, not too 
fast, they can meet the ball and send 
rt to safe territory oftener than by 
•lugging. 
But the average fan likes 


the batter who can hit the ball to the 
fence several times during the week. I 
believe, .every 
team 
should have

one 
long-distance hit- 


ter.

playing the game at all times. 
I do 


not endeavor to kill the hall every 
time I face the pitcher; 
If th= cap- 


tain says bunt, then bunt it is. 


AT THE BAT, 


But, 
to describe my posiition at the 


bat. 
I grasp the stick about three 


tocb.es from the end with my hands to- 
gether, take an easy position at first 
and wait for the pitcher to begin his 
swing. My feet are about a foot apart 
and my bat in front of me. As the 
pitcher draws back his arm I brace 
myself and draw back the bat. 
As 


the ball leaves the twirler's hands my 
grip on the handle tightens and I ad- 
vance my right foot slightly. 
At the 


moment I think the ball is about to 
cross the plate I swing with all the 
force in my arms and shoulders. Some 
times 
the 
long hits are liners and 


sometimes high flies. 
The ball that 


ts hit square will not generally rise to 
»• great height, but that depends large- 
ly upon what twist the pitcher has 
given the sphere. 


MY LONGEST HIT. 


'•The longest hit I ever made was in 
I game at Seattle. Van Haltren was 
playing a deep center when I hit the 
ball squarely and it sailed far over his 
head. He ran fully 150 yards trying 
to reach it. The fence at Seattle is too 
far away for hits to go over it. 


A good hitter should have no weak- 


Besses, for the pitchers will be sure to 
Stscover it and he will have his trou- 
bles. 
If a man finds himself a good 


hitter except on one Rind of a ball he 
should devote his practice time to 
svercoming this weakness. Study why. 
be is weak on curtain balls nnd figure 
the best way to meet such curves.

HEROIC DEAD 


The First Congregational Church 


Thronged With People Who 


Hear H. C. Cap well. 


The celebration of the deeds of the 


nation's heroic dead did not stop with 
ths .services tn the cemeteries'yesterday 
morning. 
Last night at the First Con- 


gregational Church Chere- were special 
services held and an address delivered 
by President H. C. Capwell of the Oak- 
land Board of Trade 
waa a befitting 


tribute to those who died that posterity 
might benefit .thereby. The pulpit and 
organ loft had been dsaped.. with the 
•Stars and Stripes arranged in a. very 
artistic manner, aj»i 
there .were also 
grouped about H» . front of the audi- 
torlmn the. banners of,,the various G. A. 
R. Post* of. the city .and affiliated or- 
ganizations. . - - - 
The members of tbe, .posts. Sons of 


Veterans, the Relief -. Corps and Ladles 
of the G. A. R. . turned out in large 
numbers and occupied seats wbJah. had 
been reserved for" them. 
Numbers of 
the Sons of Veterans acted as ushers, 
and by the ttnio the exercises began the 
edifice was thronged with those anxious 
to add presence to the celebration. 
The exercises 
were 
opened by the 
playing of a patriotic prelude by the 
organist of the church, MJiss ds Frem- 
ery. 
Following- this a fervent invoca- 


tion was offered by Rev. Jesse Smith,( 
pastor of the Seamen's Rest, who la 
himself a veteran. 


INTRODUCTION. 


The president of the evening, George 


W, Langan, next made a few intro- 
ductory remarks, In th« course of which 
he stated that the observance of Me- 
morial Day was of twofold significance. 
First It served to keep aHve and per- 
petuate the memory of those who risked 
and, in many cases, lost their lives dur- 
ing the civil war. 
In the second place 


Memorial Day served to perpetuate that 
spirit of patriotism which was so mani- 
fest during the trying times of '61 to 
'65, and which flrtairy saved the nation. 
That great war was fought and won 
that the Declaration 
of Independence 


might be upheld and that the national 
life of the United States might be pre- 
served. 
If secession had prevailed, the speaker, 


said, these United States would be either 
forty or fifty weak States fighting their 
battles singly or would be divided up 
among the more- aggressive nations of 
the earth. The services of the soldiers 
of the civil war resulted in the preserva- 
tion :of the Union, and now the United 
States is In the front rank -of the- nations 
of the earfli. 


NATtON SAVED. 


The speaker showed how the center 


of trade and comm-erce had shifted from 
the Mediterranean toward the nortti and 
west, finally reaching London, and he 
declared that now It was gravitatine to- 
ward New York. This, he said, would 
never have occurred but for the preser- 
vation of the Union. The United States 
h-ad attained 
supremacy not 
only in 


commerce and industry, but also in its 
array and' navy, Istr. Langan said. 


.However, this ccuatry add her people 


were not warlike. 
They were among 
the first to espouse arbitration as the 
'proper"method of settling disputes be- 
'tween nations, and the speaker pre- 
dicted that the moral force of the United 
States was so strong that It would not 
be long before arbitration would be in- 
dorsed by all the great powers of the 
civilized world, and then the armies and 
navies would no longer 
occupy their 
present position of prominence. He said 
that 
ttie schoothouses and 
church as 


would be the agencies through which 
the soldiers of peace and prosperity in 
ths future would be trained. 
At the conclusion of Mr. Langan's 
remarks pleasing vocal selections were 
rendered by Miss Susie M. Gladding and 
violin selections by Alice Guttirte, the 
latter a young girl, who handled the 
bow with much skill and expression. A 
reading, "Why Should the Spirit of Mor- 
tal Be Proud?" by Mrs. Marion Moore 
Seagrave, was weH rendered and warmly 
applauded. 
The speaker ot the evening 


'was then Introduced. 


H. C. CAPWELL. 


H C. Capwell spoke as follows: 
"Today at Mountain View, I observed 
as in years past, that those selected to 
pay the tribute to the soldiers of '61, were 
participants in the struggle. This is as 
It should be, for who can so well tell of 
the glorious deeds of that time, as those 
who helped perform them. 
"My earliest memory is but of the 
close of the war. While I am not a vet- 
eran nor the son of one, I wear the button 
of the Sons of the American Revolution, 
in token of respoct to the memory of my 
great grandfather, who carried a flint- 
lock in 'the Continental Army, fighting 
f°"I deemTt a high honor to be permitted 
by request to participate In this service 
in memory of those who preserved the 
country, free and united. 
"We are here tonight, my friends, to 
pay our respect, love, admiration, and 
reverence to thos4 to whom the citizens 
of the United States of America recognize 
as the benefactors of our country. 
"Bach successive Memorial Day, sol- 
emnly and reverently, we have wended 
our way to the cemeteries of our land, 
to pay homage to our soldier dead. 


DECORATED GRAVES. 


"Nature has already 
decorated 
the 
graves with her tributes of love—her 
stormy tears, her frozen grief have given 
way to calm resignation., under the com- 
forting rays of God's sunshine. 
Today, 
in every State in the Union, she has been 
loyal and impartial with the evidences-of 
her affection. 
To nature's tributes of 
tenderness, we have added ours. And in 
our ceremonies of today; we have elimi- 
nated 'ashes to ashes' and substituted 
•blossoms to blossoms.' 
. 
"It Is difficult, indeed, for nse to find 
appropriate words on this melancholy and 
joyful occasion. It is melancholy and it 
Is joyful, for our feelings are curiously 
and Inextricably blended when we analyze 
just what this day stands for. I do not 
wish to emphasize the melancholy too 
much, but weave both phases into a ratio 
so that reconciliation 
and 
satisfaction 
may be synonymous words in speaking of 
conditions as they are at the present 
time in this beautiful land of ours. 
"The theme of In Memoriam needs a 
more eloquent tongue than mine, although 
no more grateful heart, to express in fit- 
ting words our appreciation for . the 
characters of the men in the Grand Army 
of the Republic, for their services and 
the incidents of their brave lives, and for 
their deaths. To act with the enthus- 
ia«m and faith that they did, when duty 
called, is' to be the very salt of the 
=arth 
They braved the chance of dying 
that we might know the joy of living. 


CIVIL 
WAR. 


The Civil War is but history now. Its 
vast armies have been disbanded, the 
muster-rolls have been laid away among 
the archives of our country. 
But 
th«3 
companionship and fellowship of these 
men through the trials and triumphs of- 
those four years, the never-to-be-forgot- 
ten time of suffering and of sacrifice in 
'the very morning of their lives,' bound 
their hearts so closely that the tie could 
not be broken. 
"Soon after the close of the war, old 
companies united In social and fraternal 
organizations, regiments held re-unions, 
divisions were re-formed 
for mutual 
pleasure and philanthropy. Out of all 
this, evolved the order of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, and 
directly 
through the Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic, evolved Memorial Day. 
i 


"Out 
of consideration for maor tC thar 


younger generation in this assembly to- 
night who probably do not know the 
date or .the circumstances of the origin 
of the first 'feast day of commemoration,' 
I will briefly state the facts. 
;. "Thirty-seven .. years, ago —sometime 
early in May—Brigadier-General N. P. 
Chipman, recently .appointed one of the 
judges of 'the Appellate Court of Califor- 
nia, received a letter from a comrade 
living in Cincinnati, Ohio. 
The writer 
stated that: he had served as a .private 
in the Union Army. Then he referred to 
a .beautiful custom of the people in his 
native country, Germany,' on the first 
day" of May^-called All Souls' Day—when 
the people strewed flowers upon 
the 
graves of their dead. 
Then followed a 
suggestion that the Grand Army of the 
Republic set .apart a. day:' when, with 
suitable ceremonies, the graves of dead 
comrades be likewise remembered. 


GENERAL CHIPMAN. 


"General Chapman at that time was 
Adjutant-General of the Grand Army of 
the Republic. 
The proposal impressed 
him so deeply that he drew up a rough 
draft of a general order embodying the 
writer's suggestion, and laid It,, with the 
letter, before General John A. Logan, 
Commander- in- Chief. 
"General Logan was as strongly im- 
pressed, and adding several paragraphs, 
he Issued a Memorial Day order to the 
Posts of the Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic, from the headquarters in Washington, 
dating It May 5, 1868. The order of 
couched in such beautiful • and tender 
language that. I will take the liberty of 
repeating It verbatim: 
" 'We are organized, comrades, as our 
regulations tell us, for-the purpose, among 
other things, of preserving and strength- 
ening those kind and fraternal feelings 
which have . bound together the soldiers, 
sailors and marines who so united to 
suppress the rebellion. 
Who can aid 
more to assure Uiis result than to cherish 
tenderly the memory of our heroic dead, 
who made their breasts a barricade be- 
tween oui' country/and its,foes? 
Their 
soldier lives were the reveille of freedom 
to a race in chains; and their deaths, 
the tattoo of rebellious tyranny In arms. 
We should guard their graves with sacred 
vigilance. 
All that 
the 
.consecrated 
wealth and taste of the nation can add 
to their adornment and security is but a 
fitting tribute to the memory of her 
slain defenders. 
Let no wanton 
foot 
tread rudely on such hallowed ground. 
Let pleasant paths invite the coming and 
going of reverent visitors 
and 
ford 
mourners. 
Let no vandalism of avarice 
or neglect, no ravages of time, testify to 
the present or to the coming generations 
that we have forgotten- as a people the 
cost of a free and undivided Republic. . 


SOLEMN TRUST. 
" 'If other eyes grow drill and other- 
hands slack, and other hearts cold in 
the solemn trust, ours shall keep It well 
as long as the light and warmth of life 
remain to us. 
" 'Let us, then, at .the time appointed, 
gathar around 'their sacred remains and 
garland the passionless 
mounds above 
them with the choicest flowers of spring- 
time; let us in this solemn presence re- 
new our pledges to aid and assist those 
whom they have left among us, a sacred 
charge upon a nation's gratitude—the 
soldiers' and sailors' widows and or- 
phans. 
" 'It is the purpose of the Commander- 
In Chief to Inaugurate this observance 
with the hope that it will be kept up from 
from year to year, while a survivor of the 
war remains to honor the memory of his 
departed comrades. He earnestly desires 
the public press to call attention to this 
order, and lend its friendly aid in bring- 
ing it to the notice of comrades in all 
parts of the country in time for simul- 
taneous compliance therewith. 
" 'Department Commander's 
will 
use 
every effort to make this order effective.' 
"The 30th of May was selected so as 
•to have the occasion a spring-time fes- 
tival, and to make it possible for the 
more rigorous weather of the New Eng- 
land and most Northern States to mod- 
erate sufficiently 
to give their Posts 
plenty of flowers. 


MEMORIAL 
DAY. 


"Generally speaking. • the Memorial Day 
order was received favorably, but there 
are always a few who doubt the wisttofn 
and feasibility of every new proposition; 
and some complaints were heard that 
the custom would keep before the peo- 
ple's minds memories of the war that 
were better forgotten. 
"How groundless were these fears, was 
soon proved to the satisfaction of nil. 
for every passing year has shown bene- 
factions Increased and the animosities of 
former years melting away. 
It Is to 
be regretted that the name of the writer 
of that letter to General Chipman should 
have been lost, for surely this comrade, 
alive or dead, will always be dear to 
those who keep Memorial Day. 
"To be sure, during the war, soldiers' 
graves on both sides were decorated; and 
there were occasions prior to the formal 
official order regarding Memorial Day— 
in 1866-7, when Union soldiers' graves 
were 
decorated 
with 
ceremony 
and 
parade by ex-Union comrades. We know 
also that a 'Decoration Day' was observ- 
ed In some of the Southern States by 
ex-Confederate soldiers. But Memorial 
Day, as we know It. General Chipman 
states was the result of the letter re- 
ceived from his comrade in Cincinnati. 
"In a letter to General Logan the fol- 
lowing year, General Chipman wrote of 
the success of the experimental observ- 
ance of this day, saying in part: 


SUCCESS OF DAY. 
" Probably no one act in your adminis- 
tration has done more to cement the 
brotherhood of our order, and remove any 
prejudice that might remain in the minds 
of the public against it, than the inaugu- 
ration of the practice of an annual com- 
memoration to the memory of our de- 
parted comrades. 
If this feature alone 
was the result of the organization, I 
think the establishment of a national 
Memorial Day a sufficient reward to our 
comrades for all they have done, and this 
alone would be motive sufficient to per- 
petuate <mr order. The press throughout 
the land commend the movement in the 
highest terms, and the heartiest co- 
operation is given our comrades on the 
part of citizens generally.' 
"Memorial Day was confined to the 
members of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public for a few years only. The custom 
spread, until now the 30th of day has 
become the national's festival of remem- 
brance. 


"The comrades of the Grand Army of 
the Republic have taken it upon them- 
selves to render this beautiful service- 
yes. But they are growing old; and while 
the spirit is willing, the flesh is weak. 
The age stones that mark their life's 
pathway are continually rolling away, 
and in a few more years the Grand Army 
of the Republic will be only history. 


SACRED DAY. 


"But the time has come when we can 
say that Memorial Day is sacred to the 
American people—a loving and happy 
people, enjoying the blessings of peace 
and prosperity, who cease from 
their 
daily vocations and with grateful hearts 
join you In paying tribute to the memory 
of those who stood shoulder to shoulder 
with you In those trying days of the Re- 


belllon. 
Today they have Joined you In 
placing- garlands, upon each soldiers 
mound In God's acre, in casting blossoms 
and laurel wreaths upon' the bosom » of 
the waterb that, cradle the sailor and 
marine dead, and with' such sincere 
earnestness that Memorial Day will be 
kept to the .high plane for which It was 
designed. 
"Practically,, all of the States have 
made Memorial Day a legal holiday. Our 
own California, took her place in line in 
1880, when our e'.jemed. citizen,. Sena- 
tor George C. Perkins, then chief execu- 
tive of the State, put .his signature to the 
act passed by our legislature.' 
"For a number of years there seemed 
some confusion of Ideas as to the correct 
designation of this ceremonial day, so 
attention ,wa's called i to the proper term 
Memorial Day,— not Decoration Day— by 
a resolution passed by the Grand. Army 
of the Republic in Boston, on. August 4,

"Members of the Grand Army ot the 
Republic, your presence in a body today 
and tonight is a strong reminder of those 
days 
which 
tried 
men's souls — and 
women's too.' No words of mine are 
needed to give vividness to the pictures 
brought before you by such re-unions as 
'this, and I will but suggest them to' your 
mental vision. " ' 


MEMORY'S MIRROR. 


• "You see in memory's mirror, spread 
far aad wide, the tents on the old camp- 
ground. 
Here are the shot and shell. 
Over there, .are. some of your mess-males 
preparing the evening meal. Beyond, 
loom up the cannon in the misty light of 
dusk. Besides .you, are. the arms and ac- 
coutrements -of- war. 
' Before1 you, is 
the letter, written to dear ones at home, 
that breathes of love and duty and' 
musings on the uncertainty of tomorrow's 
battle. Lounging before the camp-are's 
blazing logs are some of your comrades, 
singing. In fancy's ear you hear 'Tent- 
ing Tonight* or 'John Brown's Body Lies 
A-mouldering in the Ground'; and as 
you feel the thrill that' sui-ges through 
you, 
a tumult of recollections rushes 
upon you like a torrent, of bivouac and 
battle roar', of camp-fire tales and the 
fight's excitement, gallant charges, heart- 
breaking .repulses — and then - the . roll- 
call and thosp whom you knew. .and loved 
so well, missing. And now, across'.mem- 
Ory's mirror, glides the panorama- of,,au- 
bther army— one which 'Presidential pro- 
clamation can never reduce, no general 
orders 
disband 
until 
the 
reveille •:. is 
sounded by. the Great Commander.' There 
are tears in your eyes and in ours,>as' we 
look -upori that- campings-ground— '.white 
stones the tents.' 
The muster-roll Is 


long:- and when that roll is called, there 
is no answer. 
The camp-fires of -that 
silent army burn only . In " our hearts. 
"Edward Eccleston, as president of. the 
Historical Association, said In • his , in- 
augural address, delivered. '.- In Boston, 
December, .1900: 'Man is such -a .savage 
that -until, the 
; lifetime of • -the present 
generation he has insisted- upon settling 
everything by the gauge , of battle. 
He 
has strewn our battle-flelds with thou- 
sands of horses and men, with the hopes 
and''-fears of men and women and the fate 
of little children. What a brute is man! 
,What a hero is man! But the brute age 
and the agre of heroism in contest -with 
the brute, must pass. We cannot always 
cover our pages of history with gore. 
It 
Is the object of history to cultivate this 
out of man. to teach him the wisdom of 
diplomacy, the wisdom of avoidance — In 
short, the wisdom of arbitration, that 
last fruit of human experlance.' 


TO FIGHT IN WAR. 


"Someone else says: 
'To fight out a 
war, you must believe something and 
want something with all your • might.

You committed yourselves - to . a 
cause, a long and hard one,- without- be- 
ing able to foresee exactly where you 
would come out. ' But It was 'not Fate 
that controlled you. Your principle1 was 
expressed in those immortal words of 
Lincoln: 'Let us have faith that right 
makes might, and In that faith, let us to 
the end, dare to do our duty, as we un- 
derstand It.' You had faith In the true- 
ness of your convictions — and In God. 
And not questioning His means of bring- 
ing certain things to pass, you had faith 
in His justness, as in the days of the 
Revolution, when the storms of war raged 
furiously. 
The spirit that animated you 
was one of emulation; 
you sought to 
equal the standard of our forefathers. 
You stbod on ground so perilous that had 
the other side been victorious, al! that 
our ancestors gained would have been 
lost to us. 


PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT. 
"President Roosevelt in his Memorial 
Day addfess at Arlington, Virginia, in 
1902, said: 
" 'On July 4 we celebrate the birth of 
the nation; on this day, the 30th of May, 
we call to mind the deaths of those who 
died that the nation might live, who 
wagered all that, life holds dear for the 
great prize in battle, who poured out 
their blood like water that the mighty 
national structure raised by the far-see- 
ing: patriotism of Washington, Franklin, 
Marshall, Hamilton -and the other great 
leaders of the Revolution, great framers 
of the Constitution, should not crumble 
Into meaningless ruins. 
"During our four generations of na- 
tional life we have had to do many 
tasks, and some .of them of far-reach- 
ing importance, but the the only really 
vital task was the one you did, the task 
of saving the Union. There were other 
crisis in which to have gone wrong meant 
disaster; but this was the one crisis in 
which to have gone wrong would have 
meant not merely disaster, but annihila- 
tion. For failure at any other point. 
atonement could have been made; but had 
you failed in the iron days, the loss 
would have, been irreparable, the defeat 
irretrievable. 
Upon your success 
de- 
pended all the future of the people on 
this continent, and much of the future of 
mankind as a whole.' 
-"This fratricidal war has left to us a 
sacred heritage — the care of these many 
graves. It is with pride that we accept 
the tender trust. So in every home today 
'we have one soldier dead.' 
We have 


§lven the day to his memory, In reverent 
evotlon. 
Let us hope that . In all .our 
broad land not a single grave of soldier, 
sailor or marine has been passed by. 
whether of the blue or the gray — not one 
river that has run red from their blood 
flowed unblessed and blossomless.

POINT RICHMOND. 
May 31.^-Wild 


excitement reigns in the little town of 
Knightsen, Contra Costa county. It has 
been occasioned by the discovery oE gold 
on the Virtue ranch, and there seems to 
be ample reason for the belief that the 
precious metal will be found in consid- 
erable quantities. 
The discovery was 


made by John Virtue, who turned up 
several large nuggets near his house on 
the ranch. 
These nuggets he sent to 


the bank 
at 
Antioch for safekeeping 


and found that they were worth several 
hundred 
dollars 
apiece. 
The Virtue 


ranch was originally an old creek bed 
and miners firmly believe that sold in 
large quantities will be found there. 
W. Harkinson, the 
Antioch banker. 
Judge Abbott. Fred Dahnken and other 
capitalists 
have 
already 
staked out 
claims, and Virtue has appealed to Sher- 
iff Veale to protect him, fearing he will 
lose his ranch.

or not the spraying of vines with tlie 
bordeaux mixture for mildew is doing 
any damage to the tender shoots of 
the vines. 
The vineyards of the State and es- 
pecially of the south have been ex- 
periencing much trouble with the sul- 
phuring of vines for mildew, as it Is 
found that the sulphuring process does 
not have the same effect that it used 
to. The grape men have been unable 
to give any reason for this change but 
it Is nevertheless a fact The sulphur- 
ing process used to be the only one 
used, but a few years ago it was no- 
llced that it did not do as much good 
as it previously had. 
The good re- 
sults kept decreasing until the last 
few years It lias been noted that it 
does practically 
no gopd in many 
places. 


The attention of the University au- 


thorities was called to the strange con- 
dition and they took the matter up 
and suggested that the vineyardlsts 
try spraying, with' the bordeaux mix- 
ture. 
As that recommendation was 
made but a short time ago, this is the 
first season that the experiment of ap- 
plying the strong mixture to the tender 
shoots of the vines has been .made, 
and Professor Clarice is niiy trying to 
determine whether or not the vines 
have been damaged. 
Although it is still too early to de- 
termine whether the mixture has done 
any damage, it is believed that no 
trouble will result from the spray.
